IOLA, Kan., Aug. 12. 
HAT sort of judge, legally invested with 
power to decide the destiny* of his 
erring fellow creatures, can sentence 
& woman, convicted of a misdemeanor, in default 
of her $50 fine, to break rock with the chain 
gang on the streets? ' 

This judge ordered the maximum punishment 
to a woman for an offense men are rarely ar- 
restéd for, and further instructed that she don 
overalls and work out her fine, 30 days, on the 
street. 

In the case in question a woman of slight 
stature, of refined bringing up, a mother and far 
from shameless—was thus sentenced in Iola, that 
model Kansas city, Iola, boastfully claiming to be 
at the top of the Hist of cities showing ad- 
mirable results of the commission form of 
government. 


Then Justice Simply 
Had to Be Evaded. 


One can speak gaily of the incident now that tt 
fis in a measure closed. Mrs, Reese was prevented 
from working on the streets in lola. ‘t required 
a special meeting of the City Commissioners and 
gome delving into statutes to find a means of 
circumventing the power of the tribune. 

An unqualified pardon for the offense, the 
prerogrative of the Mayor, had to be resorted to 
and justice simply evaded. 

Judge D. S. D. Smeltzer is serving his fourth 
term as police judge at Iola. He nas not re- 
tracted the faintest perceptible degree from his 
opinion that this woman should have worked 





out her fine on the street.

HOSPITAL PARASITES. 

In his testimony beivre the Investigating Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates, Dr. Hobrecht 
{is reported as saying that without more attend- 
ants, it will .be “impossible to rid the city hos- 
pital of lice and bedbugs.” Mrs. Miller, a former 
employe, testifies of swarms of files around the 
patients. 

When such testimony runs from folfo to folfo, it 
ig not necessary to go beyond these three items of 
flies, bedbugs and lice. The revolting nature of 
conditions to which they belong is shown when 
many who read this may be impressed with the 
impropriety of using such words as “lice” and 
“bedbugs” in public, ' 

As facts belonging only to foul conditions, 
such parasitic vermin exist and breed only where 
disease breeds and increases., Any public in- 


stitution in which they establish themselves .is. 


a nidus for disease. The excuse that a public 
hospital is thus infested because it has too few 
employes on its payroll is intolerable. Self- 
respecting persons employed in any public in- 
stitution which breeds vermin must either begin 
at once to rid it of vermin at any expense of 
inconvenience to themselves; or else, to retain 
their own self-respect, they must leave it and 
force reform by open protest. Every dollar 
drawn in salary by anyone tolerating such con- 
ditions for the sake of the salary, is am evidence 
of the parasitic spirit which betrays public trust 
in order to exist at public expense. 
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If ft pries deep enough the Cincinnati W. C. T. 
U. will at least learn that a highball has some 
connection with a batting record. 

VACANCIES AT WEST POINT. 

_, There are 100 vacancies for the clase which will 
enter West Point next year and there are no ap- 
plicants. The War Department ‘'s urging Con- 
gressmen entitjed to appointments to make haste 
in selecting candidates. It is a singular situation. 
West Point affords not only unexcelled educa- 
tional facilities but the cadets are liberally com- 
pensated while there. They have free education, 
free maintenance and salary besides, 

But a career in the army seems to offer few 
temptations. Certainty of a career, certainty of 
good pay, to say nothing of liberal allowances for 
rent, medica] attention, and a pension in case of 
disablement make no appeal to our young men. 
Why it is has not yet been explained unless we 
must conclude that our military instincts have 
been dulled. It seems absurd for Gen. Wood to 
appeal for soldier training for boys and a ten- 
year compulsory enlistment when the obvious ad- 
vantages of a West Point career have no attrac- 
tions.

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HOWARD ON THE HOUSHB FLY. 

Keeping up his flerce fight on the house fly, 
L. O. Howard, Chief of-the United States Bureau 
of Entomology, has published an accurate picture 
of the house centipede as the mortal enemy of 
the “typhoid fever fly.” __ 

The house centipede is shown by this picture to 
be as elaborate and formidable in construction as 
the mode} code of city ordinances, which is pro- 
posed for the complete extermination of typhoid 
fever by killing the typhoid fly in the egg. 

If the formidable ordinances and the formid- 
able centipede could be got into continuous co- 





operative action, that might be the end of the | 


house fly. As the house fly works continuously 
while its natural and artificl.l enemies do not, 
the results to date are an Increase in the number 
of files, in spite of the increase in the public’s 
knowledge of éntomology. 

Mr. Howard is one of the most eloquent living 
writers on entomology. He is now directing this 
eloquence against garbage barrels and similar 
breeding places for files in St: Louis and else- 
where. If he can persuade housewives to heat a 
kettle of common water to the boliing point twice 
a week, each gallon of water properly applfed 
while still boiling, to the contents o. the garbage 
oarrel, taay eliminate at least a million files be- 
fore they have a chance to hatch.

nounced in St. Louis papers of Tuesday, October 
29th, 1907. In less than three days, the banks in 
hundreds of smaller cities and towns had clso 
suspended cash payments. The panic was com- 
plete. In Oklahoma, during the week begiuning 
October 27th, a public holiday was proclaimed to 
stop cash payments from the banks of that State. 
As if by clockwork, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the United States or of civilization, this 
suspension of cash payments became continental, 
not gradually but at once and automatically. It 
had extended throughout the entiré United States 
while public attention was still attracted by Col. 
Roosevelt’s bear-hunting record. 

When he says now that he acquiesced in the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron grab to prevent the “ex- 
tension of panic,” anyone in St. Louis who turns 
back to Monday, October 28th, 1907, finds that 
every clearing house bank in the city had already 
suspended cash payments. And there was no 
chance of further’ extension. 

In the expectation of public resentment, police- 
men were kept in readiness for immediate action. 
But in Chicago, and every other city of the 
country the “panic passed off quietly” as it did 
in St. Louis. It did not pass off however, until 
the public treasury had been put under contro] of 
the Morgan combination in New York City, with 
power to make or break at wilh through this 
control of the treasury surplus. 

That a panic extending automatically to the 
whole country in this way by the immediate and 
systematic suspension of cash payments on a 
given date resulted in the supine surrender cf the 
President of the United States is part of its un- 
alterable record. The work of its extension by 
ordered and automatic system belongs to the 
period of his bear hunt from the time he killed 
the bear on October ‘7th until his return to 
Washington. That his ex post facto action in 
Washington on Nov. 4 had anything whatever to 
do with checking the panic is not only absurd, 
but preposterously absurd. He surrendered. He 
surrendered absolutely and at discretion to the 
Morgan interests and the Stéel Trust. His help- 
less and futile action followed a week after the 
complete extension of automatic panic to all parts 
of the country. 

When he became the “parolled prisoner” of 
monopoly, everything was over except the looting 
and in that he acquiesced. That is the record. 
Col. Roosevelt may be grateful that as it fixes his 
status, it sends him down to posterity as merely 
preposterous.

Hence the attacks upon Mr, Astor, who 
Owns much mofe than 10 Cents. 

“But his clerica] critics seem to forget that 
the matter is one that concerns only Mr. Astor 
and his fiancee, and also that divorce is per- 
fectly legal in thjs country. It is therefore 
as impertinent as it is iniquitous for them to 
incite the public to ostracise those who have 
sought relief through the law. * * * 

“There is altogether too much pulpit-thump- 
“ing in regard to the evils of divorce.” 

The Herald grievously errs when it says. “The 
matter is one that concerns only Mr. Astor and 
his flancee,” and when by inference it stamps the 
act with the sanction of law by adding that 
“Divorce is perfectly legal in this country.” Di- 
vorce is legal, but the remarriage of guilty 
divorced persons in New York is not. Col. Astor 
is a citizen of New York State subject to the de- 
crees of its courts. The decree of the State Su- 
preme Court granting an absolute divorce to Ava 
Willing Astor on statutory grounds forbids Col. 
Astor to remarry during the life of his former 
wife. In the words of Justice Mills, “It is or- 
dered, adjudged and decreed that * * * * 
the defendant shall not marry again until] the 
death of the plaintiff unless this court shall in 
this respect modify the judgment.” Col. Astor’s 
remarriage would be a violation not alone of the 
canon of his church, but of the law of his own 
State. It would be a clear case of contempt of a 
decree of court, of the law and of public morals. 
No clergyman of any denomination, no civil of- 
ficer in New York, can in this case perform a 
binding ceremony. 

If Col. Astor is enabled to obtain even the 
semblance of legal sanction for his proposed mar- 
riage it is because the variety of divorce laws in 
the different States offers to law breakers an 
easy means of evading the penalties and the de- 
crees of the courts of their own States. 

That Col. Astor is a man of high social pos!- 
tion and great wealth makes his moral] and legal 
dereliction the more deplorable. His conspicuous 
place enhances the vicious influence of his ex- 
ample. 

The remarriage of Col. Astor is not, therefore, 
“A matter that concerns only himself and his 
flancee.” It concerns all Americans who haye 
respect for law and regard for public morals. 

Bishop Greer of New York was right in saying 
“The whole foundation of our social system is 
threatened, I believe, by this divorce evil.” 

The venerable Bishop Doane of Albany used 
strong but justifiable language in characterizing 
the intended marriage as “a positive outrage 
against public decency.” Bishop Perry of Rhode 
Island said of the wedding: “It is illegal both 
under State law and ecclesiastic law, and cer- 
tainly it is absolutely impossible for any man 
who has respect for these laws to officiate at it.” 
He added, “It would be better for society at large 
if divorce laws in every State were uniform.” 

These men did valuable public service in openly 
declaring their convictions with regard to this 
lawless proposal. Their protests prove the vital- 
ity of the public conscience and the strength of 


jthe national sense of morality. They increase re- 


spect for the church. 

The widespread publicity given to the case by 
the published expressions of indignation and cen- 
sure is a wholes@me factor. The scandal is made 
infinitely worse by the complete secrecy of the 
divorce proceedings. Secret justice is no justice. 
Publicity is essential to moral order and socia) 


progress.

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ALCOHOL AND DISEASE. 
Norman F. Ditman, M. D., in Harper’s Weekly. 

Although it was long thought that the mortality 
from tuberculosis exceeded that resulting from 
any other disease in this country, it has recently 
been ascertained that there Is another disease or 
group of diseases usually occurring together in the 
Same subject which not only nas a far greater 
mortality record, but is rapidly. increasing. 

This is the group known as degenerative diseas- 
es, consisting of heart ang kidney diseases and 
arteriosclerosis, the latter disease of the blood 
vessels resulting from indiscretions in habits and 
diet, which so weaken the vessel walls that when 
excessive business strain, worry, or excitement of 
any sort occurs increasing the blood pressure, the 
result may be a rupture of the vessel and the occur- 
rence of apoplexy— a common cause of déath of 
many of our most prominent professional and 
business men. 

During the past year the consumption of al- 
coholic liquors (whisky, brandy, gin, beer and 
wine) in the United States was 1,917,737,286 gal- 
lons. Excluding children under fifteen years of 
age, the average consumption per capita was 
twenty-nine gallons, 

This large consumption of alcoholic beverages 
may explain a large part of the degenerative dis- 
eases in this country. The causative relationship 
between the effect of alcohol and the occurrence 
of heart and Bright’s diseases is suggested by 
a study of the prevalence of these diseases, in 
nations or races which use alcohol asa drink in 
different forms, strengths and amounts. Thus 
the Irish, using by preference the stronger form 
of alcohol, whisky, show the highest death rate 
from these diseases, followed next by the beer- 
drinking Germans, then by the miscellaneous drink- 
ing Americans, and lust by the temperate Poiish 
Jews, whose death rate from these diseases is 
the lowest of all

As to the movement to make an an- 
nual event of the home exhibition at the 
Municipal Art Museum gains strength, 
there is evidence of increasing Interest 
in this remarkable collection of paint- 
ings owned in St. Louis and now for the 


firet time brought together, at the sug- 
‘gestion of the Post-Dispatch. 

Those who remain at home for the 
summer can find at the museum a form 
of diversion new to St. Louis in the mid- 
summer season. 

As an aid to the better understanding 
of the paintings the museum manage- 
ment has just issued a new catalogue of 
the loan exhibition. This is a compre- 
hensive volume of 112 pages containing 
bicgraphies of the artists represented 
ard descriptions of the pictures on view. 

Yearly Repetition Desired. 

A promise that the exhibition will 
become an annual feature is con- 
tained in this paragraph in the cata- 
logue: 

“The limitations of space in the 
museum made it impossible to include 
many pictures which would have 
filled out gaps in the exhibition, or 
even enriched its character. From 
the more notable of the city’s resi- 
dential collections many additional 
pictures could have been selected to 
advantage. All about ghe city are 
homes in which one or more good 
works of art may be found. As it is 
hoped to make this summer exhibition 
of St. Louis pictures—-the home ex- 
hibition, as it has been called—an an- 
nual feature, it was thought all the 
more desirable ti cave much of the 
best for other years,” 

Catalogue a Handbook, 

The catalogue devotes space to each 
of the 91 pictures in the exhibition and 
is intended to be a sort of handbook, 
which will enable even those untutored 
in Art to appreciate the paintings. 

In the entire collection there is no 
nore striking canvas than the one en- 
t'iled “In Defense of His Honor.” It 
was painted by Heinrich von Angeli and 
loaned by Mrs. Joseph G. Chapman. 

In the luxuriously decorated hal) the, 
white-spread table is. set with crystal 
ana wines, and was surrounded by a 
happy party; but all is turned to trage- 
dy. One of the revelers, stabbed, sinks

He 
told Broglie that an accident had oc- 
curred at the camp, then, on his in- 
sistent demand for the exact facts, 
told him that one of his daughters 
had been drowned. He could not bear 
to tell the father, who had no other 
children than the girls, of the extent 
of the tragedy. 

‘A neighbor offered to take Broglie 
and his wife to the Riehl home in 
his automobile, and they arrived 
there before 5 p. m. Broglie ran 
dewn the bluff to the camp, and see- 
ing the bodies of the three girls, 
threw himself on the ground in fran- 
tic grief. The mother was dissuaded 
from going to the camp, and the par- 
ents were, soon afterward taken 
back to Alton in the automobile. 

Coroner Streeper of Aiton was noti- 
fied as soon as the parents were, and 
he and Dr. W. D. Fluent hastened to 
the camp by water in Fluent’s launch 
“Sport.” Arriving at the Illini Yacht 
Club, at the mouth of the slough, they 
had to leave the launch and proceed 
by rowboat, owing to the shallowness 
of the water at most places. 

As preparations were being made for 
an inquest, someone happened to recall 
that the scene of the drowning was 
just over the Jersey County line. Cor- 
oner Streeper, whose jurisdiction is only 
in Madison County, then notified Cor- 
oner Hunt of Jerseyville, and returned 
to Alton. 

Coroner Hunt arrived after dark, and 
the inquest was teld by lantern light 
et the camp.

ALTON YOUTH IS 
DROWNED IN RIVER 


Body of Louis Calame Recov- 
cred by Companions in Camp

AND rid WEAKNESS 
PROVE HANDICAPS 


Physicians Also Pay Particular 
Heed to His Respiratory Or- 
gans—His ‘Leg Better. 





By Associated Press. 
ROME, Italy, Aug. 12—The feelinz 


of extreme pessimism that . prevailed 
with the masses until Thursday con- 
cerning the health of Pope Pius has 
now given way to one of great op- 
timism. Up to Thursday, when a change 
for the better was noticed, there were 
those who believed the end was ap- 
proaching, 

Today the same persons are respon- 
sible for reports in circulation that the 
Holy Father is almost well—that he 


was walking about his room, and even 
working. 

These reports are absurd. The truth 
is that while the improvement has been 
Steady, it also has been slow and the 
temperature of the patient still remains 
slightly above normal. The violence of 
the pains in the leg have ceased, but 
the pains are still troublesome at. inter- 
vals, and while the swelling of the af- 
fected member is less than during the 
early part of the week, it is still of 
such proportions as to prevent the nor- 
mal use of the leg. 

Above all, however, the weakness of 
the Pontiff and the depression that 
has fallen upon him, and far from having 
been overcome, and in the opinion of 
the physicians remain the greatest 
drawback to his ultimate recovery. 

Two Weeks More of Sickness, 

If all goes well, the doctors say, es- 
pecially if the weather remains cool, 
two weeks must elapse before the 
Pontiff enters into the period of con- 
valescence. If there should be a re- 
turn of the excessive heat serious fears 
are entertained of a’relapse. The doc- 
tors’ orders are that the patient shall 
remain within his chamber practically 
upon his bed. That he is permitted now 
and then to sit in his armchair ts be- 
cause of a desire to relieve the rest- 
lessness which is caused by the Pontiff’s 
being called to Ue for hours in one po- 
sition. 

To the physicians, the respiratory 
organs of the Pope are another possi- 
ble source of danger. His present 
iliness started with an attack of 
laryngitis, which also affected the 
trachea. In addition, His Holiness 
for years had suffered from a spe- 
cies of bronchial catarrh which has 
neglected to treat.

After discussing a structural steel 
agreement for apportioning products 
throughout the country, an arrange- 
ment said to have been discouraged 
by E. H. Gary of the United states 
Steel Corporation and a discussion of 
trust methods generally, the commit- 
tee adjourned until Oct. 16. Temple, 
who was commissioner of the Steel 
Plate Association, was the last wit- 
ness. 

Temple told of the 
structural steel association in the 
United States formed in 1897, and 
the steel shafting pool. He was con- 
fronted with a copy of the agreement of 
the structural] steel agreement entered 
into in 1897. This agreement appointed 
to its members a percentage of sales as 
follows: 

The Carnegie Steel Co., 49% per cent; 
Jones & Laughlin, 12% per cent; A. & P. 
Roberts Co., 11% per cent; Passaic Roll- 
ing Mill Co., 6 per cent; Phoenix Iron 
Co., 5 per cent; Cambria Iron Co., 5 per 
cent; Universal Construction Co., 4%. per 
cent; Pottsville Iron & Steel Co., 3 per 
cent; Cleveland Rolling Mill Co., 3 per 
cent. 


existence of a 


Statements Required. 

Under agreement each member of the 
pool was bound to make a sworn state- 
ment of its publication and shipments 
each month. If one member produced 
more than its alloted share he was 
forced to pay a fine of five-tenths of a 
cent for each pound of steel shipped 
over the allotted amount. 

Firms failing to ship up their allot- 
ment were paid five-tenths of a cent 
a pound for their shortages. These 
rates later were changed to 3% cents 
a pound,,or $7.00 a ton. A guaranty 
fund of the pool was provided, each 
member being assessed originally $2500 
and $500 a month thereafter. 

Broken Up by Gary. 

Temple declared that all these 
pools ceased to exist in 1904 and he 
startled the committee, the chairman 
particularly when he declared they were 
broken up by E. H. Gary.

“do you mean Judge Gary, the chairman 
of the steel corporation Board of Di- 
rectors?” 

“Yes, Judge Gary declared that he 
é6id not believe in these assoclations. He 
said they were no longer necessary or 
desirable and he demanded the abro- 
gation of all such agreements and the 
discontinuance of business under them.” 

Temple produced in connection with 


list, in which the country was appor-

‘Under that agreement were the mem- 
bers of the association able to adhere 
to the price list?’’ 

“After the bitter warfare in the steel 
business prior to 1897 it was difficult 
to hold anybody, but after 1904 I may 
say there was no destructive competi- 
tion.’’

Curtiss, another cel- 
ebrated aviator and aeroplane build- 
er, The flight from St, Louis will be

SPONGE AT TOMATO 
ROOTS AIDS YIELD 


Jap Tries New Method and Finds 
One Vine Yields 11 Pounds 


More Than Others. 


PUYALLUP, Wash., Aug: 13.—A 
new era in tomato growing has been 
started here by the discovery made 
by George Kamato, a Japanese gar- 
dener, that a large sponge is essential 
to successful cultivation of this sum- 
mer’s favorite. 

Kamato selected a likely looking 
tomato plant and buried a big sponge 
among the roots, with a common 
drain tile leading to the top of the 
ground. Each day he poured a pall 
full of water into this tile, and 
through the tile the liquid was ab- 
sorbed by the sponge. From the 
water held by the sponge the root- 
lets of the tomato received moisture 
and food, for the water was often 
diluted with liquid fertilizer. 

Already Kamato has picked eleven 
pounds more tomatoes from this vine 
than from any other one plant.

‘a TWOOD its the baby aviator of 
A America in spite of the fact that 
he is champion long-distance fly- 
er of the country and champion pas- 
senger-carrying distance aviator of the 
world. Twelve weeks ago he knew: 
nothing at all about aeroplanes. He 
was at Garden City, L. L, watching A. 
Leo Stephens and Bob Hilliard safling 
for sport around a nine-mile course. 
They covered 81 miles and started for 
Montauk Point, 136 miles away., Within 
five miles their engine went to pieces 
and they fell 250 feet, both being badly 
hurt tn the wreck of the aeroplane. 
“T can fly that thing,” said Atwood, 
as he watched the men carrying the 


broken machine in and helping the in-]. 


jured airmen. 

He went back te Boston, arranged 
with the Burgess Wright people to let 
him try it, and—well, then he went up 
in the air and astonished the veterans. 
He started on the jump to smash and 
create records. 

The Government asked him to inspect 
some machines in Washington, and in- 
stead of taking the train he hopped in- 
to his biplane with his mechanic and 
flew over to New London by way of 
Cape Cod, making his own first passen-' 
ger-carrying record. Then he went to 
New York, from there to Atlantic City, 
rested a few days and, picking up 
Charles K. Hamilton, took him as & 
passenger to Baltimore and from Balti- 
more to College Park, from which point 
he flew into Washington alone. His 
trip with Hamilton broke his own pas- 
senger-carrying record, and when he 
looked up the figures: he found that he 
had established a ‘passenger-carrying 
mark for the world. . 

That made him hungrier than ever 
for long-distance stunts, and he decided 
to try for the world’s distance 
record, to outdo Liéut. -Conneau, who 
made Europe applaud and won $50,000 
by flying 1010 miles. That’s why he’s 
fiying to New. York, which gives. him 
a margin of several hundred miles over 
Conneau, and just to make it @ little 
more difficult he has added a lap from 
New York to Boston by way of Prov- 
idence and New London, making a total 
of 1540 miles with a-few thrown in now 
and then by turnings and wind shifts. 


New York Flight y 
Made on Impulse. 


UT it is not only as a distance and 
B passenger-carrying aviator that 
Atwood has leaped into fame in 
his swaddles He is also head and 
shoulders above all aviators of America 
in over-city flights. On his way to 
Washington he decided; without a word 
0. notice and merely on impulse, to 3 -" 
over New York City. The only other 
over-city flight ever made in this coun- 
try had been by Hubert Latham, who 
flew from Halethorpe over Boston and 
back last fall, and got $6000 for the 
feat. Atwood had neither prize money 
nor suggestion, from anyone. He took 
the air lanes over New York’s sky- 
scrapers as incidentally, as modestly, 
as he would. have taken a stroll on 
land. New York had its first news of 
the flight when Atwood appeared over 
the city, flying at such a height that 
he was a mere speck, until he ap- 
proached the Singer Building and dropped 
close to its tower, as a bird would fly 
at a tempting peak. Suddenly caught 
in an aerial maelstrom, he was dropped 
500 feet and to the horror of those who 
watched him, seemed to have been 
cashed to the crowded streets. But luck 
was with him. He found a sustaining 
body of air when he seemed to be gone, 
and darted out of the pocket into the 
open, sailed majestically ever the water 
and dropped at Governor's Island. 
Atwood’s entrance to Washington, 
where President Taft awaited him 
with a farm greeting, was @ spectac- 
uviar hazard, filled with every chance, 
since he purposely picked out obsta- 
cles and invited aerial croppers. On 
this flight he volplaned suddenly from 
1500 feet, making~ directly for the 
top of Washington Monument. Off 
the ground he appeared to have found 
trouble, and the police began pushing 
the crowd back, fearing a fall whitch 
might injure or kill many onlookers. 
But within 10 feet of the monument’s 
top Atwood, with «@ swift upward 
scoop, just grazed the monument, and 
before’ the crowd realized what he 
was about, he was in the clouds, lean- 
ing and waving his hat as he went, 
to reassure the frightened spectators, 
The Washington flight was also 
without prise money or inducement of 
any kind. Then Atwood went to Bal-

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T is almost impossible te tell 
by looking just how high up 
in the air an aeroplane is, and 
hence the Wright brothers for 
their work at Dayton have made 
a little instrumént out of a yard- 
stick, with a slide fitted, which 
they use on their field for rough 
measurement. 

Of course this scheme is not as 
accurate as a barograph, but it 
has the‘ advantage that any 
can make it, and you can maxe 
rough readings every time the 
machine passes over if it isn’t too 
high up.

To make this helght measurer 
or altitude gauge first get hold 
of a common yardstick of wood 
such as is givén away at the 
shops. 

On this ruler, fix a slide as 
shown in. the drawings, this 
slide having two points stick- 
ing up out of it as at P, these be- 

.. ing just an inch apart. 

I have shown the slide made of 
tin from the pattern shown at the 
left. This piece is long enough to 
fit across the top of the stick, 
down the sides, and curl up a Ht- 
tle underneath; and should be an 
inch wide. 

In the center two lines are cut 
crosswise. You can use a hammer 
and chisel for this in thin tin, 
and be sure and cross the line at 
the center. / 

This done~beng up the two tri- 
angular pieces P—you can cut the 
sides of the hole off straight or 
not, as you please—and they will 
_form the points. 

By making the cuts an inch 
long you can bend the points up 
so that they are just an inch

How It Works.

multiply the 14 by 30 and find 
the machine is 420 feet up, : 

If it were a big Wright, we 
would multiply 40 by the 14, giy- 
ing a height of 560 feet.

height gauge. 4 

So far as the slide goes, if you 
wish you can make it of wood, 
with two pins stuck in an inch 
apart, or any other way, so you 
have two points an inch apart 
which you can slide up and down 
the rule.

Over-City Flying 
Is Most Perilous. 


TWOOD has found out more 
A things about perils of the air 
lanes, in his 12 weeks as an 
aviator, perhaps, than any other air- 
man-.in the country, because he has 
gone after these perils as no other 
aviator has ever dared. He has not 
tried for altitudes, because his spe- 
clalty is a long straightaway over all 
sorts of hazards; and it is a fact 
that the real hazards are not at alti- 
tudes, but within the first quarter 
mile of atmosphere. 

“There are more dangers ‘'n low 
flying and over-city. flying,” he said 
yesterday, “than in any other char- 
acter of aerial venture. A man at 
5000 feet is infinitely safer than one 
at 500, because at the lesser altitude 
the aviecir has no chance at all if 
his engine stops, compared with the 
chance he has of volplaning to safe- 
ty from a greater height, tn almost 
any circumstances. Safety depends 
not so much upon air currents as 
upon the sixth sense of the aviator 
that warns him in advance of 
Sreacherous places. You have read 
of air holes, pockets and the condi- 
tion that drops the aviator unexpect- 

and come to regard them as 
you" would ruts in the éarth. That 
isn’t the way I see them. What is 
generally termed a pocket may be a 
space in a very warm current which 
has rarified the air, taking away its 
body; but what people usually think 
of as air pockets are really eddies, 
maelstroms, whirlpools in the air. In- 
stead of being dropped into a hole, 
the aeroplane is actually drawn into 
and sucked down by a little or great 
maelstrom, and he recovers when he 
gets to the bottom of that maeéi- 
strom, just as, if the water 
were deep enough and man were able 
to do it, he could dive into a whirl- 
pool and presently find himself in 
smooth, bucyant water. 
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tracks, when an ‘express train came 
along with a rush, forcea the air up 
under me and lifted me above the 
dead level to safety. Otherwise I might 
have been struck by the train that, 
in fact, saved me When I cressed 
the river at Havre de Grace, there 
was a change in the atmosp 
that without any special effort 
get up, I was Yairly lMfted from 159 
feet to about 5000 feet, and on the 
other side I dropped’ down again. 
“These are conditions over which the 
aviator has no control, but he can 
really sense the change before he 
reaches it—how, I don’t know, but 
somehow the aviator is gifted with - 
something that warns. If he heejs 
the warning, he averts or meets tha 
pdangerous con iition and overcomes 
it. If he does not, or if at the crit- 
ical moment something goes wrong 
with the engine, he joins Hoxsey

“I think the worst eddy or eevee 
ward current, or atmosphere sliding 
off place I have ever struck was 
when I was down py the side of the 
Singer Building in New York, 500 
feet from my flying attitude. Waa 
I frightened? Hardly. An aviator 
does not think of tne personal dan- 
ger at such a time. He knows that 
scmething has gone wrong, and his 
whole attention is given to correct- 
ing the error. If his engine stops, 
if his propeller breaks, if his carbur- 
etor chokes, if a plane gives—if any 
of the thousand and one th'ngs hap- 
pen—his whéle instinct fs to quick- 
ly get into a giiding position and 
lang on the nearest safety point.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 12.—The con- 
ference on the free list bill today

POSTAL BANKS TO BE 
INCREASED TO 50,000

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Isaac Ste- 
phenson, the 82-year-old Senator from 
Wisconsin, will be the next member of 
the upper house of Congress whose 
election will be investigated. 

The investigation was ordered saidhas in 
& resolution passed by the Senaté after 
it had been recommended by a subcom- 


‘| mittee of the Committe on Elections. 


The Wisconsin Legislature requested 
action. 

The committee was authorized to sit 
during the recess of Congress to sub- 
pena witnesses and to call for all the 
necessary papers. 

Stephenson is a multimillionaire lum- 
ber magnate. His home is at Marinette, 
Wis. 

In the inquiry into the election of the 
aged statesman, Edward Hines likely 
will figure, inasmuch as several wit- 
nesses in the investigation now be- 
ing conducted by the Senate into the 
election of William Lorimer from II- 
linols have testified that Hines, who Is 
& millionaire lumberman of Chicago, 
and who is alleged to have collected 
$100,000 for the election of Lorimer, said 
that he had “elected Stephenson.” 

The resolution contains specific in- 
structions for the Investigating Com- 
mittee to ascertain whether money was 
used corfuptly in the Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture. The resolution was offered by 
Chairman Dillingham of the Committeee 
on Privileges and Elections. 


Legislature Investigated Him. 
Stephenson, a native of New Bruns- 


wick, first was elected to the Senate 
May 17, 1907, to fill out the unexpired 
term of J. C. Spooner, who resigned 
to practice law. Stephenson was _ re- 
elected ‘March 4, 1909. Then the Leg- 
islature investigated Stephenson’s elec- 
tion, and the majority report cleared 
him, 

This year the Legislature, controlled by 
the LaFollette Progressives, adopted ‘a 
report saying Stephenson was elected 
iliegally. The Legislature also returned 
to Stephenson a park he had given to 
the State, on the ground that there was 
“taint” in his election. Stephenson 
once was @ legislator in Wisconsin and 
served in the Forty-eighth, Forty-aine 
and Fiftieth Congress. 

In a statement filed with the State 
authorities at the time of his election, 
Stephenson admitted that he had spent 
$107,000 in the primaries fo obtain his 
choice by the Legislature. 

The Wisconsin Senator is the oldest 
man in the Senate and one of the rich- 
est. 

Friends of ‘‘Uncle Ike” say the in- 
vestigation at Washington will disclose 
that Senator Stephenson spent not less 
than $460,000 in the cause of Senator La- 
Follette when thé latter was building 
hig political organization, which is now 
supreme in Wisconsin.

“I work to show character in my 
photographs,” Duchrkoop told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “but there is too 
much outline.

“TI do not pose my subjects. Never! 
They pose themselves. How? -Oh, 
they come into my studio; they sit 
down; they talk. I photograph them 
before they are aware of it. A hand 
is in an awkward position. Do I take 
hold of it and place it in a better post- 
tion? No. ‘Move that hand,’ I say,

‘Ex-Senator Flint’s resignation is 
doubtless due to the declaration made 
by Senator Burton in debate that the 


monetary commission by Vice-President 
Sherman a few minutes before Congress 
adjourned March 4 last were illegally 
appointed. _Mr. Burton demonstrated 
from the laws that vacancies could not 
be filled in that manner. The appoint- 
ed Senators whose terms expired at 
moon that day were Senator Flint of 
California, Senator Money ef Missis- 
sippi and Senater Taliaferre of Flor- 
ida. 

Senator Bailey in resigning gave the 
following reason: He said Congress was 
determined to require a report by Dec. 
4, 1911, and abolish the commission. He 
opposed the central] bank plank and said 
he could not formulate a report setting 
forth his views with a time limit. 

A fina] vote will be taken in the Sen- 
ate at 14 Monday afternoon on the 
Cummins bill requiring the national 


report on Dec, 4 next and then dissolve. 

There is nothing to indicate that ex- 
Senators Aldrich, Hale, Burrows and 
Teller, all members of the commission, 
will give up their jobs.

The cost of transportation alone for 
Lake during his five month’s hftking 
about the country in the pursuit of 
talent for the future Browns is no 
small item. Then the fact that he has 
purchased but three players after all 
this work may appear to some that 
Lake has not been busy. 

But the contrary is the case. And 
although Lake’s services are probably 


costly to Magnate Hedges, his sign- 
ing of but three players has probably 
saved money for the owner of the 
Browns. 

How? Lake has not alone been 
looking for promising talent for the 
Browns, but has been ‘steering”’ 
Hedges off alleged “live ones.” The 
owner of a baseball club is daily 
swamped with letters and telegrams, 
recommending this and that ‘player. 
No matter how rich an owner might 
be he would soon become broke if he 
bought up all the talent that was 
recommended to him. 

So it is part of Lake’s job to look 
over these alleged phenoms and make 
his report. That he has purchased but 
three players after five month's. ob- 
servation of the minors is evident that 
the hundreds of highly touted players 
are only “lemons.” 

Has Seen 2000 Men. 

“I have probably seen 2000 players 
since I started out on my hunt in 
March,” said Scout Lake to the Post- 
Dispatch. “But of that number you 
could count the real good ones on the 
fingers of your two hands. Then most 
of those who look ready to jump to 
the majors have string attachments 
and you can't touch them. 

“In present-day baseball you can’t 
build up a team by trading players. 
There are few clubs who want the 
men on a second-division team, and 
whenever two owners make a trade 
each believes he is cheating the other. 


So the only thing left for the club |

owner to do is to buy up young talent 
and develop it. 

“Scqnting for a second-division club 
is a gifferent proposition from scout- 
ing for a club that is a pennant con- 
tender. For the low club you have to 
watch all the players in the minors 
and pick out pitchers, catchers, in- 
fielders and outfielders, On the job 
for a winning team, you merely have 
to be on the look out for a player 
to fill the shoes of some fading star, 

“To my way of thinking, the young 
players are the ones to buy. I 
wouldn’t think of recommending a 
player who has passed the 26-year 
mark. If he isn’t advanced at that 
age, he is hardly apt to “mprove, 

Likes Three Lowell Recruits. 

“Pitcher Wolfgang, Iinflelder Moul- 
ton ang Outfielder Magee, whom I ob- 
tained from the Lowell (New England 
League) team, all appear ready for 
the big League. I belleve*they heed 
no more developing in the minors. 
Other players will probably be signed 
later, and these and the ones recom- 
mended by Mr. Hedges’ other scouts 
should help the Browns considerably. 

“I have heard many nice things 
about: Infielder Pratt of the Mont- 
gomery (Southern Association) team 
and Outfielder Pat Compton of the 
Battle Creek team. I get my tips 
from people who know baseball play- 
ers, and they should help greatly. 

“Tt usually takes about three sea- 
sons to build up a tail-end club. With 
two or. three first-class players you 
have the foundation for the future 
winner. By adding two or three each 
season the team improves, and in a 
couple of years some of the fellows 
who have been chasing the pennant 
are sure to fade, Then ig the chance 
to jump in ahead of them. But I am 
highly pleased with the young talent 
—it may be short on quantity, but 
it is long on quality—that has been 
lined up for ts Browns next season,”

F IGHT years ago when John McGraw got together a band of athletes and 


mind was the capture of a@ National League pennant and a World’s Cham- 
Pionship. In that he succeeded,, but the learning he imparted to these men is . 
destirfed to live long after the little “schoolmaster” of the diamond has grown 


old and outlived his usefulness. When 


the name of McGraw has ceased to be 


a baseball by-word, players will still go out and become famous as managers 
for the simple reason that they are exponents of ‘the McGraw school. 

Among the present managers that have been graduated from the institution 
of this little master are Roger Bresnfhan of St. Louis; Bill Dahlen of Breoklyn; 
Fred Tenney of Boston; Frank Bowerman, formerly of Boston; Joe McGinnity 
of Newark; Billy Gilbert of Erie; Bill Clarke of the American Association and 


Charley Babb, formerly of Memphis. 


The chances are that Mike Donlin will 


also become a manager and will lead the Boston Rustlers next season. No other 
manager in the history of the game has developed as many leaders as McGraw, 
and he can be truthfully called ‘the “maker of managers.” 


The first thing that McGraw teaches 
his players is that there> is no such 
thing as luck. He is also so strongly 
prejudiced against superstition that he 
will frequently allow an outsider to sit 
on the bench during an‘important game 
just to show that he has no fear of the 
supernatural, A majority of players 
would as soon think of cutting off a leg 
as to allow a stranger to sit on the 
bench. 

Records Always a Guide. 

Another thing that McGraw does at 
the outset is to disabuse his players’ 
minds of the idea oe printed records 
do not amount to anything. He firmly 
declares that “figures never lie’ and 
that the man with the west record is the 
best player 99 times out of a 100. When 
these two things are firmly implanted in 


@ player’s mind he realizes that he must 
step out and deliver the goods to be re- 
tained. 

Another important feature of Mc- 
Graw’s school is that he puts no re- 
strictions on the personal conduct of 
the pldyers. He tells them at the out- 
set that they are taken on their own 
responsibility, and that unless they 
realize that responsibility and take care 
of themselves they will be the means of 
»their own undoing. 

“What's the use of telling a player 
what time he should go to bed or what 
be should drink,”’ explains McGraw. .“‘If 
I’ve got to force a man to take care of 
himself, theh he will be no good, any- 
way. I want players who realize the 





necessity of taking care of themselves 
and who act accordingly. If they abuse

Never in his life 
did McGraweblame a player for making 
an error even if it lost a game, but 
let one of them commit an error of 
judgment even if it won the game and 
the whole team will know it for weeks 
to come. 

MeGraw’s Advice to Roger. 

When Bresnahan took charge of the 
Cardinals he was talking to McGraw 
one day and, incidentally, usking for 
a little advice. 

“The main thing you've got to do, 
Roger,” said McGraw, “is to get rid of 
the ‘bone’ on your team. No matter 
how much you know about baseball 
you cannot make another man think. 





A bright young fellow who can think 
is. worth more to you than a fairly 
good veteran who never did use his 
mind except when told té. Don’t try 
| to make men think, for !t is useless. 
They are born that way and can’t help 
it.” 


Another idea that McGraw imparts 
to his pupils is never to let the loss 
or the winning of a single ball game 


upset them. He says that a team 
should be built to last a season and 
not a week. The machine must be 
sent straight ahead through a season 
and not waver its course whether 
victories or defeats are in the way. 
The percentage of victories at the 
finish ig what counts and not the 
winning of a single game. He never 
put a certain pitcher in to win a cer- 
tain game.

CHICAGO, Aug. 123.—F. C. Thomp- 
son, a theological student in Prince- 
ton Seminary, won the allround ama- 
teur athletic champlonship of the 
United States on Marshall Field this 
afternoon, duplicating his perform- 
ance of a year ago, when he was an 
undergraduate in Occidental College. 
He scored a total of 6709 points in a 
meet in which he was pitted against 
a field of eight other coritestants, two 
of whom, J. W. Donahué, representing 
the Los Angetes Athletic Club, and E. 
Schobinger “of the Chicago Athletic 
Association, were always dangerous 
contenders. . 

Thompson won first place in the 16- 
pound shot-put, 80-yard walk and 56- 
pound. weight-put, ang tied for first 
place in the running high jump. He 
took second place in the 120-yard 
hurdle and running broad jump, and 
finished third in the mile run, Thomp- 
son broke the allround amateur cham- 
pionship record for tHe 880-yard walk. 

J. W. Donahue, who won second 
place with a total score of 6209, is 
practically unknown as an athiate 
outside of Southern California, and his 
performances today were a decided 
surprise, 

Schobinger Finishes Third. 

Third place was won by E. Schobin- 
ger, who piled up a score of 6166 %,. Of 
these 1016 points were won by his 
defeat of Donahue in the pole-vault 
event, which he captured with ease by 
clearing the bar at 11 ft. 10 in., break- 
ing the allround amateur champion- 
ship record by 11 ft. 9 in. :

AGAINST THE HORSE 


That traffic conditions in New York 
City and other eities are becoming so 
congested that it is only a-question of 
time when the horse-drawn vehicle 
will literally be legislated off certain 
streets, is the opinion of A. E. Barker 
of the Universal Motor Truck Co.

It was announced today from Ham- 
burg that the Hamburg-American 
Packet Co. had again changed its 
plai”~ deciding to go the Cunard firm 
10 feet better in the length of the Im- 
perator, now under construction at 
Stettin. 

The original specifications for the 
Aquitania, the mastodonic liner bulild- 
ing on the Clyde for the Cunard line, 
called for a ship 885 feet long, but 
was learned that the Im- 
perator might exceed this length it 
was decided to make the Aquitania 
Slightly more thamep00 feet long. 

Tonnage Raised. 

The Germans, it seems, are bound 
mot to be outclassed, and ‘have added 
10 feet more to their ship. . It- is 
stated at Hamburg that the total ton- 
mage of the Imperator will be 62,000 
tons against the Aquitania’s 60,000 
tons. The Imperator will have a speed 
of 22 knots, one less than that of the 
new Cunarder. 

Bach ship will carry more than 4000 
passengers. With crews added, the 
fumber of persons on board will be 
6000. 

In the Clyde Ocean Hotel, recipro- 
cating engines are to be yoked with 
intermediate _ turbines, economizing 
coal. The principal turbines installed 
on the Aquitania will be the latest 
ever fitted, weighing 470 tons.

KANSAS WHEAT CROP 
POOREST SINCE 1899 


9,000,000 Bushels Less Than 
That of 1910; Prospects Are 


for Half.a Corn Yield. 


TOPEKA, Kan. Aug. 12.—The 
State Board of Agriculture’s report 
on winter wheat says that inquiry 
reveals that the winter wheat crop 
was approximately 561,365,000 bushels, 
or nearly nine million bushels under 
that of 1910, and the smallest. since 
1899. 

It is one-third ‘less than the aver- 

age yearly production for the decade 
ending with 1910. This, although 
the acreage sown was the, greatest 
in the history of the State. Of the 
7,260,000 acres sown the growers now 
estimate that nearly 37 per cent was 
a failure. 
Contrary to popular belief the 
acerage in corn is markedly less than 
a year ago, the report says. Gen- 
erally, the corn prospect is not flat- 
the average of its condition 
being but 54.3 for the State.

Many Senators Believe Body 
Should Control Submission 
of Justifiable Causes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—An-unsuc. 
cessful effort was.made by the Sen: 
ate:this afternoon to ratify the gen- 
eral arbitration treaties. Much “op- 
position was manifested. After. an 
hour anda half of discussion the at- 
tempt to obtain approval was aban- 
doned for the day. 

_ The opinion is generally expressed 
that ratification cannot be accom- 
plishéd at the present session of Con- 
gress, It if believed action will be 
deferred until next winter. 

* Antagonism to the arbitration trea- 
ties has been greatly lessened by 
1 the action or the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations today. By an 
overwhelming majority the objection- 
able clause of article 3 was elim- 
inated. This empowered the foint 
high commission of inquiry to deter- 
mine what. controversies shall be 
submitted to the Hague iribunal for 
arbitration. 

Thought Powers Taken Away. 

It was held by a large proportion 
of Senators that the Senate was thus 
deprived of all participation in the 
determination of justiciable contro- 
versies. This limitation of the Sen- 
ate’s prerogatives aroused much op- 
position. 

The clause eliminated follows: 

‘It is further agreed, however, thar 
in cases in which the parties disagree 
as to whether or not a difference is 
subject to arbitration under article : 
of this treaty, that question shall be 
submitted to the joint high commis- 
sion of inquiry. And if all or all but 
one of the members of the commis- 
sion agree and report that such dif- 
ferénce is within the scope of article 
1. it shall be referred to arbitration 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this treaty.” 

The sentiment was freely expressed 
in debate that substitute paragraph

Migs OT long ago a St. Louis 
>i artist got into an al- 
tercation with a client 
because he gave the 
subject of a_ portrait 
hair of a Titian red 
and eyes. of baby blue 
instead of midnight 
tresses and somber 
orbs. The artist was 
John Emmett, who 
has a studio in the 
Syrian quarter,

He saw the hair and eyes the way he col- 
ored them, which only emphasizes again ‘the 
great prevalence of color-blindness and points 
to the truth that one who cannot see colors in 
their true relations has no moge business being 
an artist than one who is stone deaf has to be 
@ musician. . 

- Out of 1000 men in a garden full of brilliant

flowers 50 of them will see the colors falsely, but 
of the same number of women in the same po- 
sition all except three or possibly four will see 
them correctly. In certain occupations the in- 
ability to see colors is likely to prove a menace 
to life. For instance, a railroad engineer who 


. Was color blind to red would see a red lamp 


white and, running past it, might cause a col- 
lision and loss of life. Undoubtedly such in- 
stances have occurred, but now it 1s compulsory 
for enginemen, and all men engaged in train 
and semaphore work, to pass a rigid examina- 
tion for ability to see colors properly. This is 
true in the navy and signal corps of the United 
States also. Pilots are required to pass an ex- 
amination in colored lights before they are com- 
missioned in most seaports. 

Of the six colors of'the rainbow, which mingle 
in thousands of combinations to make the varv- 
ing hues of earth and sea and sky some are u.v- 
er seen at all by those who are color blind, or 
are felt only as light, or a shade of black and 
white. 

Very few persons are totally color-blind, yel- 
low, blue and violet being rarely lost. To the 
totally color-blind all, landscapes and objects are 
like an engraving in black and white. 

Color blindness probably has existed since the 
time of Adam, but it has been recognized for 
only one hundred and thirty years. Those who 
are color blind sometimes discover the fact 
through ludicrous blunders. 

Quaker Dalton, a prominent chemist in En- 
gland, was the first to recognize it and describe 
his own case. He bought a pair of scarlet hose 
believing them to be gray as, indeed, they ap- 
reared to his eyes. In those striking hose he 
attended a meeting of Friends, and was nearly 
excommunicated for his act of heresy, He 
proved to his own satisfaction that he was red- 
blind. When he received from Oxford the “in- 
vestment of the scarlet gown,” he was able to 
appreciate the honor, but not the gown. 

It is related that an admiral in the British 
Navy who was green-blind achieved great pop- 
ularity on a visit to Dublin by appearing at a 
reception clad in a pair of green trousers, which 
he supposed were brown. This delicate com- 
pliment to Ireland coming from one of: the royal 
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of mixed colors are likewise recognized by the 
lengthening or shortening of the wave-lengths. 

There is a definite length to the vibration 
waves of the six primary colors. Red, the long- 
est, is 1-36000 of an inch long; and violet, the 
shortest, 1-61000 of an inch. When the eyes gaze 
upon a pure red, 481,000,000 waves will beat upon 
the retinal shores in a second. Change the color 
to violet and 764,000,000,000 waves will rush 
through the window of the eye. Between these 
two extremes, representing 283,000,000,000 differ- 
ent rates of speed, lie all the colors of the rain- 
bow, and by those vibrations must the eye detect 
each shade. There are 4000 waves per second in 
the vibrations of the highest string of the plano, 
and each wave is three and one-third inches 
long; whereas there are 61,000 violet rays in one 
inch. We can “think” of slow sound waves, but 
the brain gets overheated trying to follow the 
waves of light. 

What is the cause of color-blindness? The 
waves of each color excite vibration in their owl 
set of cones in the retina. Let us assume the} 
each of the primary colors has a set of cones of 
its own. Various theories exist, one being that 
only red, green and violet cones exist, the othe® 
colors being the product of mixtures of these 
three. Let us assume that of the 7,000,000 cones 
500,000 are devoted to green, 600,000 to red, 700,- 


000 to violet, 1,200,00 to blue, 1,800,000 to orange, 
and 2,200,000 to yellow. Then there are 190 
000,000 rods which’ see white, or luminosity, the 
portion of light not absorbed by color, but re

upon a flat plate of ground glass; the eye upon a 
hemispherical membrane lining the posterior 
half of the ball. The camera gets a focus by 
sliding the glass forward and backward; the eye 
by thickening or flattening an elastic lens. 

The camera produces a picture when a sen- 
sitized plate has been exposed at focus—the neg- 
ative. The eye can make a permanent picture 
upon the sensitized plate—the retina—which can 
be “fixed,” a possibility that is useless, as it 
would require the destruction of the eye. 

But in its daily work the eye far outdoes the 
camera. It sends positive pictures to the brain, 
moving and in colors. This the camera has not 
yet been able to do. The eye as a camera PpO5S- 
sesses a cap in its lid, which regulates the 
amount of light and the width of view that may 
reach the pupil or lens. In its iris (a rainbow) 
it has an adjustable diaphragm which makes the 
pupil large in the shadows of eventide and small 
in the light of the sun, that its sensitive plate, 
the retina, may do its work without strain. Be- 
hind the pupil lies a tfansparent double convex 
lens which can %e thickened for the short-focus 
needs of reading or flattened for the distance 
gaze. But here the analogy ends. ~ " 

The retina is the marvel of the eye Arising 
front the base of the brain is a cable of nerve 
“wires”"—the optic nerve—which enters the eye 
ball aud then spreads out its many wires upon

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the inner surface of the posterior half of the 
eyeball. Retina means net. As the cable of 
nerve wires enters the eyeball, it may be said to 
contain 130,000,000 silver and 7,000,000 gold 
threads. When these millions of threads are 
spread out after entering the eyeball each of the 
silver threads is: attached to a needle of glass, 
and to each of the gold threads a pin of glass 
(the needle’s real name is “rod” and the pin 1s 
called a “cone”), and sticks them into thé. hol- 
‘lowed hemisphere. 

Transparent throughout, these rods and cones 
are bathed in the marshaled rays of light and 
color which pierce the window of the eye, and 


in this lambent, vibratory bath Iles the mystery 
of sight. . 

If a ray of light from the sun strike the eye 
it will appear to be white. If‘such a ray be 
passed through a prism, it will spread out into 
a band of six colors; violet, blue, green, yellow, 
orange and red. If these colors be repassed 
through a double convex lens, they will be re- 
combined into a white light. Black is the ab- 
sence of all color; white is a compound of two 
or more colors. 

The retinal nerves—the rods and cones, and 
the brain cells in the visual center—are able to 
distinguish al] color shades by the character of 
their vibrations, just as the ear *nows the ecound 
of the horn from that of the violin by the qual- 
ity of the tone produced. In the retina, in its 
relations to the sense of color, Iie some of the 
most remarkable, puzzling, fascina‘ing and un- 
solved phenomena ever studied. 

The most satisfactory and plausible theory of 
color vision is that the rods and cones are the 
special nerve fibrils which interpret the vibra- 
tions of light and color; that the rods (needles) 
interpret light in a purely luminous phase (the 
quantity of white without regard tb color), that 
the cones (pins) interpret colors and distinguish 
them by the length of their respective waves, 
and that the many shades which are the product 
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Let us assume that in an eye, in its making, 
the 500,000 cones which see green are left. out. 
That eye would be color-blind to green. But it 
would still have its rods, which would see the 
white light that is reflected as luminosity fron 
all green objects, and would see this luminosity 
as so much gray. A totally color-blind eye would 
see only shades of gray from almost pure white 
to pure black. To such a person &@ landscape 
would. have no more, color in it than a photo- 
graph of the scene. 

Artists are as subject to color-blindness af 
other men. Tests have been made of the eye’ 
of a large number of them and it has been foun 
that one artist in 22 has no visual sense of som 
of the colors. If an artist's eyes at birth du 
not possess all the color-seeing cones in his re- 
tina he cannot develop them by cultivation, and 
the artistic temperament has nothing to do with 
't. Color-biindness is usually a defect gee 
birth, but it may be caused py shocks, jolts 
the overuse of tobacco. Certalm drugs cause tem- 
porary color-blindness; for instance, santonin 
causes one to be temporarily blind to violet. ns 

An artist color-blind to red would paint « 
rose gray, but be able to see and interpret all the | 
other colors in the composition, or if his retina 
nogseased no green-seeing cones he would paint 
foliage a dirty brown.

Miles With Enough 
Force:to Pierce Nine 
Inches of the Hard- 
est Steel, While the

‘HORTLY after the close of 
the Civil War in Ameri- 
ca, Jules Verne, an ex- 
travagant French § fro- 
mancer, did some stren- 
uous speculating as to 
the future of heavy ord- 
nance. He began by cre- 
ating an imaginary can- 
non which would shoot a 
projectile to the moon. 
As the subject grew upon 
him and its possibilities 
impressed themselves on 
his fertile and receptive 
imagination, he ended 

hby-casting unother visionary rifle, which drove a 
hollow shel!, containing three men and e large 
siore of supplies, from a hill near Tampa, Fia., 
to a point within the moon’s zone of attraction. 
There he left his helpless adventurers, impris- 
oned in the great, projectile, whic’ whirled 
through fathomless\ space as a satellite of Luna, 
und there their staryed and frozen “bodies” may 
be yet. There at Tampa he left his mighty 
“rifle,” which, when discharged, maimed scores 
of spectators, prostrated hundreds with its ter- 
rible detonation, sent ‘an earthquake through 
America and hurricanes across the southern seas, 
aud rolled its thunders on the distant coast of 
Africa. Anddhere, no doubt, he thought he had 
risen triumphant above human possibility and 
suid the lust word as to what big guns might do. 
Even to the wildest imagination, there appears 
no reasoli why we should ever want to shoot a 
shell to the moon, supposing it to be feasible. 
Verne's audacity in imagining such a possibility 
sed him to be classed as a writer of “yellow 
thrillers,” and in that class his. books remain 
today. Yet our ordnance engineers are building 
rifles that take much of the absurdity from the 
Verne theories, and probably would astound Verne 
himself, could he see one shoot a projectile far 
beyond the horizon and the range of human vis- 
ion: 7 
“The best European cannons, howitzers and 
mortars,” Verne wrote in his book, “From the 
Earth to the Moon,” “aré only mere pocket. pis- 
tcls in comparison to the formidable engines of 
the American artillery.

Triumph of Yankee Gunnery. 
oT en is not surprising. The Yankees, 


€e 


the best mechanics on earth, are nat- 

ural born engineers, as the Italians 
are natural born musicians and the Germans 
fre natural born philosophers. It is therefore 
the most natural thing in the world to see them 
bring theiy daring ingenuity to bea¥ on the art 
oi gunnery. The huge monsters devised by Par- 
1ot, Dahigren, Rodman, are well known, And 
the Armstrongs, the Pallisers, the Whitworths, 
the Treville de Beaulieus, the Krupps, had noth- 
ing for it but to surrender gracefully to their 
American rivals.” 

Truly, that “Yankee” ingenuity has been car- 
ried to such a point in the making of big guns 
that we gasp in astonishment and admiration 
and ask “Where will it end? Will they finally 
build a gun that will shoot to the moon?” 

The latest triumph of our American ordnance 
engineers is a 14-inch, high-power gun for bat- 
Ueship ecquipment. it is 55 feet 61-2 Inches long,

1490-pound projectile with a velocity great 
*nough to pierce nine inches of the hardest stee! 
a: if miles 

“sia me months ago the Government placed at 
the Sandy Hook proving grounds & monster rifle 
with a lé-inch bore and @ muzzle velocity capa- 
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ble of throwing a five-foot steel shell 20 miles 
or more. With a charge of 500 pounds of smoke- 
less powder the muzzle velocity of this gun is not 
less than 2400 pounds. 

When that gun was placed at Sandy Hook, the 
most of us believed the limit in gun meking had 
been reached. Had anyone told us that such 
giant rifles were to be mounted on our battle- 
ships, we probably would have classec him with 
Jules Verne as a.wild romancer. It is a fact, 
nevertheless, that when our new dreadnaughts, 
the New York and the Texas, slip from their 
moorings and steam away to uphold the dignity 
of the United States, each will carry 10 of the 
new 14-inch rifles in her main armament. 

These two vessels, unaided, could lay waste 
city ike New York without exposing themselves 
to any considerable danger. One round from 
the 10 big guns of either ship would devastate 
Manhattan Island if the range were short enough 
tc insure accurate marksmanship. AnJ the range 
of the new gun is greater than the distance at 
which the Delaware, our biggest floating ship, 
vanishes from view. 


Ships That Command Their 
Respective Horizons With Guns. 
T the muzzle the gun has a velocity of 
A 2600 feet a second. The power behind 
the projectile will drive it eight miles 
The muzzle energy of the nfle 
is 66,000 foot-tons, which means that if the pro- 
jectile could utilize every ounce of energy 
stored witin it, as it leaves the muzzle it would 
move an object weighing 66,000 tons a distance 
of one foot, upward if beneath the object, for- 
ward if behind it. 

The power of the new gun is so great as to 
force the shell through 26 inches of the best face- 
hardened steel placed directly in front of the 
muzzle. The penetrating power at eight miles is 
12 inches of steel, 11.3 inches at 10 miles, 10.7 
inches at 12 miles and 9 inches at 15 miles. If 
the shell at 15 miles retains: enough energy to 
penetrate nine inches of solid steel, it is evident 
that its unobstructed flight would carry it no 
less than twenty miles. 

The speed of the projectile is almost beyond 
belief. It travels 10 miles in 29.23 seconds, 12 
miles in 33.68 seconds and 121-2 miles in 36 sec- 
onds. The shell is 66 inches, or five and one-half 
feet, in length and carries an explosive charge of 
45 pounds of “‘dunnite,” one of the most powerful 
knoyn agents of destruction. The powder charge 
congists of four bags, each containing 90 pounds 
of smokeless nitrocellulose. Each projectile fired 
from the new rifle costs $450. 

The 15-mile tange of the new gun gives it an 
absolute sweep of the sea, since the old theory 
that one can see 20 miles on the ocean has been 
exploded by American gunners and ordnance ex- 
perts. A person standing on a wharf a foot above 
water level can not see more than five miles 
seaward. If elevated 25 feet, he could see 10 
miles, and if he climbed 25 feet higher he would 
be able to see only 12 miles. 

In the navy the fjat trajectory is used. This 
means that sighting and shooting are done as 
nearly as possible on an even keel. Such a plan 
pute target shooting with the new gun, at its max- 
imum effective range of 15 miles, upon a scien- 
tifie basis. A target as big as the battleship 
Delaware could not be seen at the extremity of 
the gun's range, and not even the highest masts 
of a War vessel would be visible at 15 milés. The 
New York and the Texas will theréfore absolute- 
ly com:nand their reépettive horizons. 

In actua) warfare no shooting would be start- 
ed until the enemy came into view, unless scout 
ships or. aefoplanes could locate the opposing 
foree, Even then ithe chance would not be taken 
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unless the enemy’s fleet was known to be an- 
¢chored. However, should fighting begin just at 
visible range, which is about twelve miles, it 
could be continued-with some degree of accuracy 
by following the movement of vessels and the 
trail of smoke from the funnels as the ships 
steamed Over the horizon and out of sight. 

The development of the aeroplane has given 
rise to much discussion as to the use of aerial 
craft in warfare, and what kind of rifle would 
be required to wreck or repel a hostile fleet of 
flyers. The American gunner and ordnance ex- 
pert already have answered the questions. 

While it is true that an aeroplane might drop 
high explosives on a battleship, especially at 
night, it also is true that the aviator who drove 
the machine on such an expedition would have 
about one chance in one hundred to accomplish 
his mission and escape uninjured. The powerful 
seafchlights, which constantly sweep the sky in 
time of war, would put their long white fingers 
upon him and guns on the deck of the battleship 
would do the rest. 

A rifle desizned especially to cope with aerial 
enemies recently was tested. It is a rapid-fire 
weapon which throws a fan-shaped shower of 
steel] moving from left to right as the maga- 
zine is discharged. Not even the swiftest or 
most skillfully managed airship of our time could 
escape such a widely scattered fire. ¢ 

The need of special guns for aeroplanes, how- 
ever, is not imperative as yet. This was proved 
by tests the Government made a few days ago 
off Provincetown, Mass. Huge box kites, towed 
by fast torpedo boats, were the targets, and the 
tests were conducted at night from the deck of 
the battleship New Hampshire. 


Coast Defenses Practically 
Defenseless Against the Big Guns. 


NDPR the far-reaching glare of the 
searchlights, the kites were riddieq by 
the New Hampshires marksmen at dis- 

tances varying from 300 to 500 yards. The 
weapons used were sharpshooters’ rifles and an 
automatic Colt fleld gun of 8 caliber, which 
pumps out 400 stee] pellets a minute. The tests 
proved Verne’s theory that the “Yankee” gunner 
is ready for any foe that may be sent against 
him by land or sea or alr. 


The new gun means that if all nations equip: 


their navies with rifles of equal power, only the 
‘ocean will be the battle ground. It also means 
that naval battles of the future. as far as the 
United States is *oncerned, will be long-distance 
conflicts, measurea by miles and not by yards. 
_. The devastation that might be wroucht 
these rifles in attacking cities, land forces or 
fortifications is terrible to contemplate. A fleet 
armed with such guns could He over the horizon.

They would serve’ perhaps only to 
withstand an actual invasion should the enemy 
resort to this after having completely demol- 
ished the coast cities.

A S a general rule the medical reports and

An agreeable exception, how- 
ever, is to he found in a report under the title 
of “Banana Flour as a Food for Infants,” read 
by Dr. Erie Pritchard at the last meeting of 
the association. Dr, Pritchard declares that he 
has at last found the ideal baby food. Not only 
i¢é it ideal, but it is also tmexpensive, easily ob- 
tained and is very little trouble to prepare. 
For many years past Dr. Pritchard has tried 
adding mashed banana to the milk mixtures of 
artificially fed infants, and the results observed 
bave been most gratifying. Babies always cry 


for more, and theif little tummies are not up- 


set. “Mashed banana,” asserts the learned doc- 
or, “is nourishing, readily digested, and besides 
possess antiscorbutic properties of great value 
in the maintenance of nutrition.” More recent- 
ly be has used banana meal made into a gruel 
as a substitute for the expensive proprietary 
foods. 

“His objections to proprietary foods,” says the 
New York Medical Journal, commenting on Dr. 
Pritchard's article, “are, first, that they are ex- 
pensive, and, secondly, that they are either em- 
rloyed as substitutes for cow's milk, or are 
added to it in too large quantities.” Now it is 
or great importance thai infants shoula early 
acquire the power to digest cow's milk, for arti- 
ficial substitutes are mostly predigested, and 
consequently strengthen the stomach very little.

The public drinking cup has been banned in 
many states. The old familiar tin or granite- 
ware vessel no longer dangles from the end of 
a chain at the fountain, and railways have been 
forced by law to banish cups and glasses from 
the ite-water tanks in their cars. In St. Louis 
the public drinking cup has been ruled out, and 
the new sanitary fountain has taken its place. 

Meritorious as these new laws may be, they 
have brought great inconvenience and even suf- 
fering on many persons, especially on raiPway 
trains. Women traveling with children are par- 
ticularly put to great inconvenience, for if no one 
has had the forethought to put a cup or two into 
the family grip, the brood must go thirsty to the 
end of the journey.

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Strange Birds and Beasts 
In the Legends of China 


N O ACCOUNT of actually existing life within 





the limits of the Chinese Empire, says 

the National Review of Shanghai, China, 
could be complete which did not include fabulous 
animals of various kinds, Deasts, birds, fishes and 
reptiles, in which the Chinese believe quite firmly. 
Western readers must not, in reading what is to 
fvilow, indulge too freely their hilarity, for they 
may well be reminded of their own credulity in 
times gone by, when dragons. were known at 
Wantley and a unicorn became an equal] supporter 
with the lion of British arms. : 

Priority ought surely to be given to the aragon, 
that being the symbol of Chinese nationalism. I 
think it quite possible that the dragon might 
have been the offspring of fright, imagination and 
bad drawing after an unexpected adventure with 
an alligator. Later on the imaginary animal ac- 
quired the power of rising into the air, and so 
became a flying dragon, a symbol of power, as 
well as of strength and wisdom. It is classed in 
China as: one of the “four marvelous animals,” 
the other three being the tortoise, the phenix and 
the unicorn. 

There is the Che-lin, for example, known to 
everybody acquainted with Chinese pictorial art 
and pottery. It belongs to the deer family, but 
later ages provided it with a cow’s tail, the fore- 
head of a wolf and the hoof of a horse. When 
the Che-lin and the Phenix walked abroad in the 
olden times, then were the days of prosperity. 
Before the times of Confucius even, this animal 
bad become the symbol of national well being. 

Next we have the Ma-hwa. This is a creature 
of the monkey tribe, or rather of the apes. He 
is found in the western parts of thé empire, par- 
ticularly in Szechwan. What he is specially noted 
for is his penchant for pretty women. When- 
ever one of these strays into his haunts, he car- 
ries her off, makes her his wife, and proceeds to 
jo, siege to her affections in a way which argues 
knowledge. He loads her with jewelry and fine 
clothes, which he gets somehow or other by 
stealing, and in time the woman becomes so fond 
of him that she would not leave him if she 
could. 

No less. wonderful is the Jung, or gibbon, of 
Yangchow in the province of Kiangsu. (The ex- 
act whereabouts of several of these marvelous 
creatures is well known to everybody in China— 
except, of course, those of the locality named.) 
The Jung is an extremely large and agile ape, a 
tyrant to his own species. He is described as 
having long yellowish-red hair, and is said to be 
of a cannibal turn of mind. Whenever he wants

The Jih-kih is of the bovine family. There must 
also be a connection Between it and certain pigs 
in the more poverty stricken districts of Ireland, 
where the people are so poor that they can afford 
to kill only half a pig at a time. Similarly with 
Jih-kih, which belongs to the province of Kan- 
su, and should be extremely useful to any Rus- 
sian invaders who may come along, for this use- 
ful animal is able to provide its owner with one 
or two catties of meat a day, which, when cut 
away, is completely replaced within twenty-four 
hou’ 8. 

There are more fabulous birds in Chinese 
lev nds than there are beasts. The phenix has 
siivady been mentioned. So far as I know, the 
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Arabian legend in which it rises from its cwo 
ashes is not known in the Far East. But its place 
is taken by other details quite as interesting. In 
the first place, the bird is as rare in China as 
ever the phenix was with the Arabs and others. 
It is only to be found when reason rules man- 
kind. 

In the province of Shansi, and in the hsien 
of, Hungtung there is a bird which is endowed 
with what seems to be a power readily believed 
in by the Chinese, and not unknown in earlier 
times in the West, the power of changing its form. 
It can throw aside its bird nature at will, di- 
vest itself of its feathers and become a woman. 
The metamorphosis is so complete that the bird- 
woman can be mated with a man and live with 
him as his wife. Should she fly off occasionally 
be ought not to be surprised, if he is acquainted 
with the circumstances. 

One of the bits of superstition is ‘connected 
with the Hiu-liu, a kind of laughing horned owl. 
This is one of the purely nocturnal kind, lying 
low during the day. One of its little peculiarities 
is its fondness for playing spiteful tricks on chil- 
dren. If their clothing is left out at night, the 
owl will drop some dust on them which has the 
certain effect of making the child ill. Another 
more uncanny power possessed by it is its ability 
to become the abode of some dead man’s soul. 
This in itself should give it supernatural power, 
but not content with that the Hiu-liu in some 
marvelous manner adds to its impish attributes 
by eating finger nails. That explains very fully, 
and of course quite naturally, why country people 
always hide their nail cuttings. 

Another extraordinary bird is known as the 
fire-quencher. It has a peculiar screeching cry, 
but its chief characteristic is its power, if thrown 
on a fire, of putting it out at once.

ness of the great Virginia orator, Patrick Henry. 
Such was the spell of the artist’s skill that many 
have mistaken his product for a copy of the 
famous painting of Henry by Sully, which 
hangs in the Art Museum at Boston. 

Probably no other glance save that of the lynx- 
like eye of Strauss had detected in the Missouri 
reformer’s lineaments a- profound resembiance 
to those of the Virginia patriot. Yet, when the 
hair was dressed with a paint brush in the style 
affected by Patrick Henry, when the St. Louisan’s 
glasses were thrust up by the same means to the 
summit of his forehead, and a coat of colonial 
cut was superimposed, there looked forth almost 
the physiognomy of the orator, wearing so flash- 
ing a fire that one could imagine the lips had just 
fulminated the menace: “Caesar had his Brutus: 
Charles the First his Cromwell; and George the 
Third—may profit by their example.” 

It is the Strauss theory that there are to be met 
today in the streets of St. Louis countenances as 
distinguished as those which inspired the brushes 
of the old masters, or as those perpetuated in the 
portraits of the great men of the past. It is his 


diversion to. prove this theory by means of his 
; 
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own art. Thence has been ex~lved the group of 
remarkable portraits of St. Uouisans, In historic 
characters, which is reproduced upon these pages. 

As qualifications fcr the pursuit of this enter- 
taining pastime, Strauss brought a mastery of 
his own art, familiarity with great paintings and 
celebrated pprtraits which often enabled him to 
do his work from memory, a sound judgment of 
physiognomy and a faculty for keen discrimina- 
tion of character. His photographs frequently 
reveal, indeed, resemblances of character there- 
tofore unnoticed. — 

Take, for instance, his portrait of Frederick W. 
Lehmann of St. Louis, in the character of Benja- 
min Franklin, as delineated by the brush of 
Duplessis. Aside from the fact that Franklin 
wore no moustache, what a likeness is brought to 
light between the two men, not only in features 
but in genius! There is the same scholarly brow, 
the same mild, benevolent and humorous glance, 
the same cranial amplitude. 

The resemblance which the artist has seized 
extends even to their careers. Both were self- 
educated and arose from poverty to prosperous 
circumstances. Franklin began as a printer's 
devil; Lehmann as a shepherd. The Philadel- 
phian became America’s first classic writer of 
prose and served his Country as Ambassador at 
foreign courts. Lehmann, in the prime of his 
years, is Solicitor-General of the United States, 
a lawyer of national renown and one of the smal! 
galaxy of scholarly booklovers which adorns &t. 
Louis. This parallel the wizardry of Strauss’ 
camera was the first to remark, although “pho- 
tographic” was once synonymous with “mechan- 
ical,” in reference to art.

Strauss has employed many of his brother pho- 
tographers as models on the occasion. of their 
visits to St. Louis. F. Dundas Todd of Chicago 
was transformed into a figure of a saint from 
Raphael's “Sistine Madonna.” Pirie MacDonald 
of New York was metamorphosed by the click of 
a camera shutter into “The Merchant,” by Hol- 
bein. Andrea Del*Sarto’s “Self Portrait,’ was 
almost duplicated in a photograph of A. L. Stein 
of Milwaukee. H. H. Pierce of Boston was trans- 
formed by the photographer’s magic into “The 
Knight Errant” of Hals. Van Dyck’s “Self Por- 
trait” was reproduced in a photograph of G. L. 
Curtis, and Mons. Benjamin, a Frenchman, served 
as a mode] for Titian’s “Man With the Glove,” 
which the sitter himself had probably séen many 
a time in the Louvre. 


Consequently, should many of the old master- 
pleces be destroyed, or should some catastrophe 
extinguish the portraits of the great makers of 
the United States, Strauss would be able to 
create from memory, for the benefit of posterity, 
approximate reproductions of the lost works. 
From his portrait of Judge Sale, for instance, 
che may obtain an excellent idea as to how John 


Quincy Adams looked; and from that of Cramer 


a réa] likeness of Erasmus, as Holbein saw him. 
Who, after seeing the photographic tmitation, 
can behold Kinsella without thinking: .“That’s 
about the way Andrew Jackson looked;” or can 
see Gov.

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Relief From Smoke in New I ype of Giles 


St. Louisans generally more than the elim- 

ination of smoke. Threugh several or- 
ganizations a campaign to drive away our smoke 
pall has been waged vigorously, and undoubtedly 
has done a great deal toward the desired end. Yét 
a dry and comparatively windy summer has had 
much to do with clearing.our atmosphere, and 
it is safe to assume that the cold, calm, humid 
days of our Missouri winter will bring back our 
own peculiar fog, beside which the gray-brown 
gioom of London loses much of its solitary su- 
premacy. 

Smoke-consuming devices have an efficacy that 
can not be denied, but they can hardly be applied 
to all kinds of apparatus that consume soft coal. 
It is encouraging, consequently, to learn that 
chimney construction offers a means of relief 
from the smoke blankets which have earne for 
us the opprobrious title of “the Westerr Pitts- 
burg.” And contrary to expectations, ‘ ¢ tall 
smokestack is not the beneficent agent. — 

There {fs a stack near Frieburg, in Saxony, 
which fs 469 feet high, but it is wholly tneffective 
in dissipating smoke. The Copper Miting Co. of 
Massachusetts has a still higher stack, which

emits as much smoke as the lower type. Both 
these high stacks trail smoke a great distance 
across the country, but neither gets at the funda- 
mental principle of consuming or dissipating the 
clouds of gases. The best chimney yet tonstrnct- 
ed has no opening at the top, but emits the gases 
through tiers of orifices in the sides. 

Each orifice opens at right angles to the flue 
of the stack and the opening grows larger to- 
ward thé inner wall of the chimney. Thé effect 
of this arrangement is to create eddies of wind 
both inside and outside the stack, thoroughly 
mixing air with the hot gases rising from the 
fires below. The result is a far better combustion. 

The . » types of stacks were tried side by side 
and under the same conditions {n Chicago. From 
the ordinary chimney a cloud of black smoke 
trailed nearly a mile to leeward. From the per- 
forated stack there came nothing but faint blue 
smoke, out of the lower tier of orifices only. 

These facts may revolutionize stack and thim- 
ney construction. Not only is it possible to con- 
struct chimneys correctly. in the future, but those 
now in use can be altered easily an*{nexpensirety

In the 
Little River district, in «the counties of Cape 
Girardeau, Stoddard, Scott, Butler, Mississippi, 
New Madrid, Dunklin and Pemiscot, more than 
1000 miles of ditches have been excavated, and 
homes for nearly 50,000 more persons than were

f the ditch were lofty aisles of thousands of 
cypress trees, elegantly straight and slender, and 
extending in both directions to the horizon.

How Way Was Blazed 
Through Swamp for Dredges. 


T was astonishing to remember that only 
| three months before, this. vanal bed, over 
which the boat glided unimpeded, had been 
thickly beset with cypress trees and knees, that, 
surveyors had painfully floundered through, often 
up to their waists in water, notching trees for 
the guidance of the contractors; and that pio- 
neers, with axes and saws, had followed them 
to cut down the forest in the path of the canal. 
The romance of this age of machinery was felt 
when it was remembered that these miles and 
miles of ditch, nine feet deep, had been bitten 
out a few cubic feet at a time. 
“The dredge boat can advance about 200 yarde 


‘in 24 hours,” said the guide. “We work day and 


night.” 

Finally the monster which had eaten its way 
through the morass appeared in view, with smoke 
and steam pouring from its funnels. On the 
farther end an arm like that of-a giant was 
working ceaselessly up and down.

Then its hull and the floating bunk- 
house were to be burned. They had previously 
been built in the marsh. 

“It’s cheaper to destroy them and bui'd otb- 
ers,” said the contractor, “than to try to move 
them somewhere else. The machinery, 0* course, 
will be saved, for it cost $20,000.”
